Ninety- four (94) Guinea Pigs 

Ninety-four guinea pigs were used to test the efficacy and toxicity of drugs 
for the treatment of the most common fungal infection in AIDS patients, 
cryptococcosis. Disseminated Cryptococcosis neoformans infection was 
delivered intravenously and localized meningeal infection was initiated via 
direct intracisternal inoculation.

Thirteen (13) Rabbits 


Thirteen rabbits were used on a study to examine the use of biodegradable 
scaffolds to serve as new bone graft substitute. Synthetic bone graft 
substitutes are increasingly being used in lieu of autograft or allograft 
materials. The associated morbidity of autograft and the risk of allograft, as 
well as the convenience and cost effectiveness of synthetic material warrants 
investigation. Rabbits were anesthetized with general anesthesia and a 
critical size ulnar defect created and graft material incorporated into the 
defect. Standard sterile surgical practices were used. Post-operative narcotic 
analgesia was used. Rabbits were observed daily for any signs of distress or 
discomfort. The analgesic regimen used in this protocol appeared effective 
in controlling post operative pain. This protocol was included in Category E 
due to the potential complications of a critical size defect.
